Ho me rents have been abolished until 1970. Numerous public 
services are free of charge: public telephones; attendance at sporting 
events; no vies and theaters; visits to the beaches; medical and clinical 
attention; funeral costs; attendance, food and clothing for children in 
Kindergartens; attendance, food and clothing of school children in higher 

schools, etc. 

I do not believe that this is romantic. This is a reality which 
has taken hold and proven itself. It is called a socialist achievement. 
But, to me, this defintion appears to fall short of the essential. 

A more essential aspect is the conviction of the masses that 
a condition of well-being can be brought about only with the help of con- 
science and that conscience cannot be bought with a condition of well- 
being. This is philosophy. In life, this means that all extra work wmch 
must be performed in order to speed up the development of the country 
can receive only moral stimulation; hence, the appeal to idealism ana 
to the ’'conscience.” 


Material stimulus - it is pointed out - would create only new 
injustices, a relapse into the egotistical motivation which is the hallmark 
of capitalism. 


Is this romantic ? No. The masses of the workers - to whom 
the Revolution has given social security, public health service, general 
school attendance, a true cultural revolution, year-round work ana much 
more - think otherwise, in order to further the construction oi socialism, 
the Cuban workers - through their factory committees - decided to 
eliminate all overtime pay ana every kind of incentive, xrom piece work 
to special awards. The only thing which is left is straight pay. However, 
the work week is made up of "conscience work hours, ” which means that 
working in excess of 48 hours a week is now a mass development. 


PLENTY OF VOLUNTEERS 


Whenever the Party needs manpower to implement major in- 
dustrial and agricultural projects and calls for the formation oi volunteer 
brigades, with working hours practically unlimited and very rough working 
conditions, volunteers report by the thousand. From my own observation, 
I can state with a clear conscience that they are true volunteers, always 
full of enthusiasm. 
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Let me cite only one example. A British company haa started 
construction of a fertilizer plant in Cuba, the largest in Latin America. 
However, there was an acute shortage of qualified steamfitters and boiler 
welders, a highly specialized trade. In order to live up to the guarantees 
of the job, all workers hired in Cuba had to be trained to pass the British 
steamfitter examination. And there was a deadline. A very short one. 

The Party called on all young activitists who had some 
experience in welding, urging them to attend - by putting in unlimited 
study and work hours - a course at the Cuban Institute for W elding 
Techniques, in order to take the British State exam and, after passing it, 
work at the construction of the facility in record time. 

Volunteers responded in large numbers. The best qualified 
of them took the 45-day course in groups of twenty men each. They were 
trained to use the latest equipment and methods. They worked twelve 
hours a day. I saw the enthusiasm with which they expected the final 
results of their exams in operating tension measuring devices and 
ultrasound, ex-ray and gamma-ray equipment. They passed the British 
exam with flying colors and are now at work - working "conscience” hours 
at the construction of the fertilizer plant which must start production by 
1971. 


THE "RICE” EXAMPLE 

Production of fertilizers is of extreme importance to the 
development of Cuban agriculture. Since Cuba’s only advantage is a 
climate which is exceedingly favorable to farming endeavors, the job at 
hand was to put forth the greatest effort in this area in order to overcome 
the underdevelopment of the country. 

Let us go into a few important examples. The staple food in 
Cuba’s diet is rice. Until 1960, approximately 70% of the rice consumed 
v in Cuba was imported from Burma and a few South American countries. 
After the American economic blockade, rice could only be imported from 
the People’s Republic of China. In 1965, China let it be known that it was 
no longer in a position to deliver rice in the desired quantity. As a result 
of this announcement, the rice ration per capita was cut in half. At the 
same time, a start was made toward turning large areas of wasteland and 
jungle into arable land. 
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Today, after tremendous efforts on the part of the "Che Guevara 
Brigade,” which went to work on the wasteland with squads of volunteer 
"shock” workers and heavy bulldozers, the situation is altogether different. 
The planting of rice is done by dropping the seed from airplanes. Pest 
and weea control is done in the same way. The crop is brought in with 
the most modern combines. 

As of this year, the rice ration has been doubled and, as of next 
year, Cuba will no longer need to import rice from abroad. 


THIS YEAR 

Also this year - like all other years - has been given a special 
name. This year is ”the Year of the Decisive Effort.” The whole country 
is ta king part, this year, in the sugar campaign. The plan calls for a 
sugar crop of at least 10 million tons. If we bear in mind that in the past 
the harvesting of the sugar cane only lasted three months, whereas now 
it is a year-rouna operation, we can appreciate the giant effort which is 
being made. However, this giant effort must be extended also to coffee, 
bananas and citrus fruits because Cuba needs means of payment for the 
imports which are required for its technical development. 

There is still an important point to be mentioned. In all 
countries of South and Central America, most children - especially those 
who live in rural areas - have no fresh milk. The children's mortality 
rate from malnutrition reaches an appalling percentage of the growing-age 
population. In the past, the same conditions prevailed in Cuba. Today, 
every child has fresh milk to drink every day of the year. 

What kind of enormous difficulties had to be overcome to 
accomplish this can only be surmised after learning that Cuban cattle - a 
zebu breed which originated in Africa - yields practically no milk. Only 
after importing bulls of the Holstein breed and establishing more than three 
thousand artificial -insemination stations was it possible to breeu a new 
race of dairy cattle, rugged enough anu fully capable of withstanding Cuba' s 
climatic conditions. In a few years, tills "revolution” in cattle breeding - 
Cuba's cattle population is now in excess of seven million - will bear its 
full fruit. 



All this work is being clone by the present Cuban generation 
unaer the most strenuous conditions without any thought o i "special 
payments" or other personal special treatment. Che Guevara’s words 
to the effect that a real revolution excludes any form ot personal egotism 
are not "romanticism," but a reality in Cuba today.

(C) FOREIGN PnT.TTTrAT. MATTERS - CUBA (TREATMENT OF 
HIJACKERS BY CUBANS) — Hijacking of U. S. planes to Cuba has 
become a nationwide problem and, from an intelligence standpoint, 
Bureau and other intelligence agencies are vitally interested in true 
facts as to treatment of the hijackers while they are under Cuban 
Government control. Also of interest is information pertaining to use 
of hijackers for anti-U. S. propaganda purposes while in Cuba, their 
knowledge of treatment afforded other hijackers and, of course, any 
assignments to be undertaken by the hijackers on behalf of the Cuban 
Government upon their return to the U. S. 

Disillusioned hijackers are beginning to return from Cuba and 
we cannot anticipate their method or port of entry. Thus, all investi- 
gative personnel are to be made aware of these matters and, during 
interviews of returned hijackers, Agents are to cover the items outlined 
herein. 

To expedite handling at the Bureau,- instant caption is to be 
utilized in reporting these specific items and the material is to be sub- 
mitted in a form suitable for dissemination with the method of trans- 
mittal being governed by the timeliness of the information developed.

On September 28, 1960, the Committee to Defend the 
Revolution was established. During the evening of September 
28, 1960, FIDEL CASTRO gave a speech against the United States 
which was against the United States " Imperialists", the 
crowd yelled, ’'Firing squad, firing squad. • . ” That same 
evening, the CDR was officially established. Their members 
were to report to the Department of Investigation of the 
Revolutionary Army, (DIER) , any suspicion concerning anyone 
who might possibly be involved in counterrevolutionary 
activities. 

On April 23, 1981, FIDEL CASTRO advised the people 
of Cuba about the failure of the Invasion of Playa Giron and 
he congratulated the Rebel Army for their valor and heroic 
comportment. He also congratulated the CDR for their 
cooperation in helping to arrest suspect residents in the 
various suburbs and not permitting anyone to leave their 
home, etc., throughout the island. At this time, there were 
reportedly 100,000 revolutionary vigilantes who were members 
of the Cuban militia. The CDR only had 8,000 members at 
this time.

BLACK PANTHER PARTY, Also Known as 
Black Panther Party for Self-Defense 

According to its official newspaper, the Black 
Panther Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, in 
Oakland, California, to organize black people so they can 
take control of the life, politics and the destiny of the 
black community. It was organized by Bobby Seale, BPP 
Chairman, and Huey P. Newton, BPP Minister of Defense. Newton 
was sentenced in 1968 to serve 2 to 15 years after being con- 
victed of manslaughter in connection with the killing of an 
Oakland police officer. 

The official newspaper, "The Black Panther, ,r 
which further describes itself as the "Black Community News 
Service," states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and 
guerrilla tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression 
of the black people. Residents of the black community are urged 
to arm themselves against the police who are consistently 
referred to in the publication as "pigs" who should be killed. 

"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, George 
Mason Murray, which ends with the following: 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture 
worth keeping is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom 
everywhere. Dynamite! Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the 
pigs everywhere." 

Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is the 
statement ", . ,.we will not dissent from American Government. 

We will overthrow it." 

Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain 
quotations from the writings of Chairman Mao Tse-tung of the 
People's Republic of China and feature Mao's statement that 
"political power grows out of the barrel of a gun."

Diskin is a professor of social anthropology at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology. Karen Spaulding’ 
is a Latin American History professor at Rutgers University. 
She has participated in the organisation of anti-war groups 
and university integration. Jehn McDernott is a writer and 
visiting professor of political science at MIT. Roberta 
Salper is a professor of Latih American and Spanish 
literature and the nest assistant dean at the University 
of Pittsburg. 

In the interview, they evaluate the youth of 
their country and the events which are now taking place 
there: hippies.

CUBA Int: What possibilltlaa of unity do you sea for the 
different organizations of the American left? 

Spaulding: I think that tio things are happening at once: 
different divisions, but also an awareness that to obtain 
power there is a need to unite and have a common pathway, 
party and direction. There is a recent effort : the Black 
Panthers organized a nesting in California to deal with 
this problem of unity. They proposed a front and I believe 
that someday we will have to reach it if we truly aspire 
to power. 

CUBA Int: What about the leaders? 

Salper: We need leaders. In the first place they're killing 
all our leaders: they killed Malcolm X who could have been 
great. They killed Luther King, they killed him on another 
level not in accordance with us (sic).
